Claim 13, 21, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 



• Clark discloses a flying disc comprising a flight deck section having a plurality of 
contoured features, each of the contoured features defines a cavity within the flight deck 
section; a rim integral with the flight deck section; and each of the contoured features 
protrude beneath a plane defined by the flight deck section, and at least two of the 
contoured features are equidistantly spaced from the central axis of the disc as 
measured in the radial direction from the central axis.
